We are faced, therefore, with 
the job of doing what we can 
to aid athers who might rush 
into our community for help 
and of protecting ourselves in 
any emergency. 

The first things we should do 
is to read the booklet, “Surviv- 
al Under Atomic Attack”. The 
official U. S. government book- 
let says “You Can Survive” if 
you “know the bomb’s true 
dangers, know the steps you 
can take to escape them.” 

Copies of the booklet are at 
the city hall, library, and other 
public places. ’

Change Of 


Cloverleat 
Favored 


Deletion of the ‘“cloverleaf” at 
Campus avenue in the plans for 
the proposed freeway is favored 
by the Upland planning commis- 
sion, according to action taken at 
last night’s meeting. 

Placing of the cloverleaf at 
some point east of the city, per- 
haps at Vineyard avenue, is the 
recommendation of the planners. 
The action was taken after an 
alternate plan was presented for 
consideration, 

City Councilman E. Tweed 
Stone reported to the commission- 
ers that so many property owners 
protested the Campus avenue lo- 
cation that the city council con- 
sidered possibilities of a change. 
He reported as chairman of a 
Special committee appointed to 
confer with the state highway en- 
gineers. 

The engineers look upon Vine- 
yard as a logical location of a 
freeway, Mr. Stone said,-.and also 
reported that Ontario city offi- 
cials have expressed assurance 
they would consent to a new 
cloverleaf location. 

After Mr. Stone’s report and 
comments by Verl C. Haynes, 
president of the Property Own- 
ers association, and others the 
commissioners voted their ap- 
proval. Wiley W. Mather and 
Mrs. Carnot Valiton sponsored 
the motion.

Zone Sought 

‘In accordance with your tele- 
phone conversation with” this of- 
fice, this is to give you some of 
the information regarding the 
west San Antonio Heights request 
for establishment of an “Interim 
Zone”’. It is a policy of the County 
Planning commission not to do de- 
tailed zoning in_an area unless 
it is requested by residents or 
property owners within an area. 


“In the present instance, a ma-| 


jority of the residents and prop- 
erty owners signed petitions which 
were circulated by some of those 
interested in establishing more re- 
strictive zoning regulations to 
protect the residential develop- 
ment that has occurred in the area 
and which now predominates as 
the primary land use in the west 
portion of San Antonio heights 
The request of these petitioners 
is for the establishment of an In- 
terim Zone looking toward the de- 
velopment of a detailed zoning 
plan as quickly as it can be worked 
cut to fit community needs. 

“The Interim Zone is a tempor- 
ary zone that can be applied more 
quickly than a detai:ei zoning 
plan and can give protection and 
help to maintain the character of 
a community while the detailed 
plan is being developed. ‘The Inter- 
im Zone requires that all proper- 
ties within such a zoned area are 
restricted to single-family and ac- 
cessory uses unless a_ variance 
from this requirement is secured 
by application to the Planning 
Commission and Board of Super- 
visors.

Heaters now in use cxtensively 
heat the air surrounding the tree 
which in turn passes on the heat by 
convection to the trees. 

“Big Red’ gives off infra-red 
rays by means of a burner unit 
of stainless steel, -which keeps 
the trces warm in spite of the 
frosty air. 

This method doesn't allow the 
warmth of the fruit to be lost in 
the air but keeps them heated 
throughout the night. 

Infra-red rays have properties 
unlike any other heating device. 
When the rays strike an object in 
are | path they heat it without 
losing any heat in the surrounding 
| atmosphere. Because of their pen- 
ctrative power, the rays strike 
the obj-ct in their path and warm 
them all over at once. 

The principle of infra-red waves 
is not a new device having been 
discovcred in 1800 by Sir William 
Herschel, in the past few years 
more and more applications have 
been found for them and today 
they do such things as dehy- 
drate fruits and vegetables, dry 
fresh paint on automobiles in a 
few minutes time and relieve the 
pains of sinus to mention a few. 

The use of infra-red rays to 
combat frost was discovered by 
Prof. Arthur W. Farrell and his 
associates at Michigan State Col- 
lege. The college has since turned 
over the frost dispellers for pro- 
duction to the Evans Product Cor:- 
pany of Plymouth, Mich. 

The frost dispeller stands on a 
tripod of steel pipe. Rising from 
this, like a chimney, is a hollow 
tube of sheet steel. Topping the 
chimney is a shiny, pie shaped re- 
flector which directs the infra- 
red rays out and down to cover 
the required area. At the bottom 
of the chimney is an oil burner, 
fed by a simple pump powered 
by a storage battery.

cd expenses; for the person with 
income from rental property, it 
means total receipts from rent min- 
us expenses incident to the rental 
business, and depreciation. 

The use of the short form 1040 
is advantageous to the taxpayer 
who does not have non-business 
deductions amounting to as much 
as ten per cent of his adjustcd 
gross’ income. Non-business de- 
ductions are such items as chari- 
table ‘contributions, interest and 
taxes paid, medical caxpenses, non 
business losses, and other items 
which are entered on page three 
of the return when the long form 
is used. 

In using the short form 1040, 
the taxpayer will determine his 
adjusted gross income (which is, 
for most individuals, the same as 
gross income); then will turn to 
thc table on the last page of Form 
1040, where he will find his tax. 
The table takes into consideration 
the number of exemptions claimed 
by the taxpaycr, and gives him 
credit for deductions approximat- 
ing ten per cent of his adjusted 
gross income. 

The tables are arranged in two 
columns for each tax brackct. It 
will be noted that over both col- 
umns are the words ef ae in- 
come in item 6, page 1, ; then, 
at the head of the first " epkatim: 
tha words “at least’; and, at the 
head of the second column, “But 
less than.” The tax bracket must 
be selected which includes the 
amount of the income.

The tax tables are so arranged 
that if a husband and wifo file a 
joint return, they are given every 
advantage of the “split income” 
method of filing, which was in- 
itiated last year. 

Tha long form 1040 can be used 
advantageously when the taxpay- 
er’s itemized deductions are in 
excess of ten per cent of his ad- 
justed gross income. Now, instead 
of finding the tax in tables on the 
basis of the amount of adjusted 
gross income, the taxpayer re- 
duces that adjusted gross income 
by the amount of his itamized de- 
ductions, to produce a figure 
known as net income; reduces the 
Net income by the amount to 
which he is entitled as exemptions; 
and computes tax on the resulting 
amount by using the tax rate 
schedule liste on the last page of 
the instruction booklet which he 
received with his blank return. 

The law controlling the use of 
the so-called optional standard de- 
duction has been liberalized so that 
it now applies to the case of a tax- 
payer with adjusted gross income 
in excess of $5,000.00 who has less 
than ten per cant of his adjusted 
gross income ag itemized deduc- 
tions. In such case, the taxpayer 
may take a standard deduction

000.00, who can claim itemizad 
deductions totaling only $409.00, 
may take a standard deduction of 
$900.00, thus saving tax on $500. 
If the adjusted gross income in- 
creases to $10,000.00, he may take 
a standard deduction of $1,000.00. 
But now he has reached the limit. 

If adjusted gross income increas- 
es to $12,000.00, he may take only 
$1,000.00. This rule applies to a 
single person or to a marriéd 
couple filing jointly. If a marricd 
couple file separate Forms 1040, 
each is limited to $500.00 as the 
standard deduction. 

The Collector of Internal Revcn- 
ue received many returns filed 
separatcly by husbands and wives, 
in which one spouse uses the stan- 
dard deduction, and other itemized 
deductions. Such filings are erron- 
eous, and upon audit must be cor- 
rected. The spouse who itemizes 
his deductions controls the action 
of the other spouse; and if one 
itqmizes, the other must itemize. 


Whether a taxpayer uses Form 
1040 or Form 1040-A, if he has re- 
ceived from his employer a With- 
holding Statement, it must be at- 
tached to the return when it is 
filed. If he has had more than 
one employer, all Withholding 
Statements must be attached. 
Thousands of returns have becm 
sent back to the taxpayers al- 
ready this year, because of neg- 
lect at this point. The raason for 
this requirement is apparent. Each 
Withholding Statement shows not 
only the wages paid, but also the 
amount withheld for income tax 
payment. 

This, then, constitutes a credit 
against the total tax due. This 
year, every return receives a pre- 
‘liminary audit before it is pro- 
cessed. At this point, the with- 
holding statement is the only evi- 
dence that the Collector has as to 
the amount of credit to which the 
taxpayer is entitled; therefore if 
the Withholding Statements are 
not attached, he is required to de- 
lay action upon the return until 
he has definite evidence of cre- 
dits against the tax due.
